The most relevant retrieved document US 5 520 025 A illustrates a method for washing 
laundry in a washing machine, comprising the steps of: 

- supplying predetermined amounts of water and detergent to the inner and outer tub, 

- rotating the inner tub and a pulsator at a predetermined speed, 

- fixing an amount of first and second washing water, 

- mixing water and detergent by rotating the pulsator, 

- repeating in one and the other direction of the pulsator and stopping of tub and pulsator 
between the changes of rotation, 

- this stopping done by turning off/on of power supplied to the motor. 

Therefore the subject-matters of claims 1-3,5,6,9,11,12,1 5,16 do not meet the requirement of 
novelty. 

The subject-matters of the claims 1-17 do not involve an inventive step, because they relate 
to obvious subject-matters.
